Here I simply copied an email from EPA about the monitoring effort regarding the Gold King 
spill. This is a separate effort from the work regarding a Superfund designation. 


“EPA today released March 2016 sampling data in connection with the Aug. 5, 2015 Gold King Mine 
release. The data is now available on the Gold King Mine response website . 
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EPA performed water, sediment and additional sampling March 22-24, 2016, at multiple locations along 
the Animas and San Juan rivers, in accordance with the agency’s Conceptual Monitoring Plan. The data 
indicate that none of the sampled constituents exceed risk-based recreational screening thresholds for 
water or sediment. Additional sampling will be conducted this month and again this fall. EPA will also 
coordinate with local jurisdictions and tribes to sample the rivers during heavy rain events during the 
summer. View the sampling results: March 2016 Follow Up Monitoring Data (XLSX) d pq, 329 KK 1 pg, 
336 K) Access all water quality data in the watershed via EPA’s water quality portal . View the Monitoring 
Plan.”
